Plague continues to spread in tne Chicama Valley, near Truxillo. 

Bills of health from ports south of Callao show 9 cases of smallpox 
at Talcahuano, Chile, as occurring during the two weeks preceding 
the date of the bill (Dec. 3) and at Valparaiso 117 cases of smallpox 
in the two weeks preceding December 7.

IjIBATJ— Smallpox— Examination of Emigrants 

Acting Asst. Surg. De Forest reports December 19: 
From December 5 to 11 there was reported 1 case of smallpox, 
with 1 death. One case was present December 19. 

The steamship Kursk, sailed for New York December 17 with 109 
cabin and 537 steerage passengers and a crew of 125 members. All 
had been in Libau for the full 5 days under observation and had 
been vaccinated before embarkation. No quarantinable disease 
was found among them. 

ZANZIBAR 

ZANZIBAR— Smallpox— Examination of Rats for Plague Infection 

Consul Weddell reports November 17 and 28 and December 2: 
From the beginning of the smallpox outbreak, June S, 1910, to 

November 30, there have been reported 220 cases, with 113 deaths. 

The total number of persons vaccinated during the same period is 

29,354. 

During the three weeks ended November 30 there were collected 

and examined for plague infection 3,493 rats. No plague-infected 

rats were found.
